they cannot understand, which no man can understand, and can only be ac-

nder these circumstances it is difficult to persuade 4 to beliave that 
the Scriptures are of no private meaning, and can be. easily. understood by 
‘those possessing the same Spirit by which they were written,—that the Sorip- 
tures can be understood only by the inspiration of that same Spirit, which ig 
free and accessible to all, and that religion has been plunged into its present 
confused state through men trying to understand and explain the things of 
God by the wisdom and spirit of man. There is, therefore, in some degree, . 
an excuse for them. But what excuse.can we plead in behalf of those who are 
profegsedly enlightened in the history of the times—who have access to ‘schools 


and institutions of learning—who have leisure, and possess all the facilities for 


noquiring knowledge, and who boast of their learning and intelligence? What 
good reason is there, that they should be ignorant of the doctrines and history 
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-of the: Latter-day Sainte? Utah is for the morality, 
honesty, industry, thrift and unity of ber people. The “Mormons” have long. 
; since ceased to be an obscure ‘sect, and the world have long ago learned to 
acknowledge their existence and their identity as a peculiar and strauge people.

others persecuted and entertained 
hatred towards their fellows. It was 


the whole of Christendom, and had 


always been the subjects of ‘reproach — 


and persecution. This, however, was. 
no criterion that they were not the 


people of God; but, ov the contrary, 
it was an evidence that they lived 
nearer to God thah did the sécts who _ 
, opposed and persecuted them. It had 


been the common lot of all, in every 
age, who had believed in revelation, 
Prophets and Apostles, to receive the 
opprobrium of the world. God had 


never had an acknowledged people on 


the earth who were universally popu- 
lar. Jesus and his Apostles were the 
most unpopular of all men in their 


day; and because of their dootrines 


add pretentions to. Divine authority, 


many were put to death. Besought 
those present who made a profession 


of religion, to ask themselves whether 
they knew they were in the way of 
eternal’ life, and reminded them of the 


words of Jesus: And this is life eter- 


nal, that they ‘might know thee the 
only true God, and Jesus Christ, whom 
thou hast sent.” This knowledge is 
alone obtainable through obedience to 
the Gospel as taught by the Savior 
and his Apostles. Testimonies had 
‘been borné that day, and they would 
‘stand against such as rejected them 


when men would be required to an- 
swer for the deeds. done in the body.
